But the world from the very beginning
kept calling for suvgoons, umil thole test skill
is spoken of i Gienesis, where they ernplioyed
their art for the incisions of & saermd Fite, Chod
making surgery the predecessor of baptisim
and we s it ngnin in 1T Kings, wikee Ala
giah, the monarch, steppedd raakesd
Inttiee work in the palace and 1t broke, aml
bie fell from the upper to the lower foor, and
be was so hurt that he sent 1o the village of
Ekron for nid; and Esoulapios, wlho wiought
such wouwders of surgery that be was deldtled,
and temples weore buillt for his worship at
Pergameos, nied Epldauras and Podelirius in-
troduced for the relief of the workld philehot-
omy: and Damocedes cured the dislocated
anklo of King Darius and the enncer of  lils
queen; nnd Hippoerates put sucevsstul hand
on fractures nnd introduced amputation; and
Praxagoras removed olstractions; and He
rophilus began dissection; aml Frasistratus
removed tarmors, aid Celsas, the [oman sur-
geon, removed cataract from the eye and
wsixd the Spapish 0y and Hebiodorus arvest-
od disease of the throat; and Alexander, of
Tralles, troatsd the eye; nnd Rhnens cnuter-
fzed for the provention of hydreophobin, and
Percival Pott came to combat disases of the
spine: and in our own fentury we have hal
a Roux aned n Lareay in Fraoee, an  Astley
Coopwer amnd an Aberpothy in Groat Britain,
and o Valentine Mott and Willued Parker
and Samuel D, Gross in Aeriea, and o gal
axy of living surgeons as brillinnt as their
redecessors. What wilghty progress in the
Iull‘ﬁlll.{ of dissmse stoce the er I|r|_||-'-| il wick
of ancient cities were lnid wlong the streots,

HURGERY WANTED WITHOUT PAIN

But pnotwithstanding all the surgieal and
medical skill of the world, with whint e
nacity the old diseases hang on to the human
race, and most of thea are th
years old, and fn our Bibles we rowd of them
the carbunoles of Jobyand Hegekoini s the pad
pitation of the heart spoken of i Doutoron
omy: the sunstroke of o child carvisd from
the tlelds of Shunem, crving, My howl! my
bead!” King Asa's disonse of the feot, whileh
was nothing but gout: defection of  teeth,
that called for dental sargory, the skill of
which, quite equal to novthing modern, s
still seen dn thoe Hlesd  molaes of thee pore i
Egyptinn mumionies; the apbthaltni cagsed
by the julee of the newly ripe g, leaving the
people blind at the romdside; epilepsy, ns in
the case of the young man often falling into
the tire, il oft into the water: hy
drin, us of Nelbwchndneezar, who bnngined
hitself an ox, and gotog out to the thelds to
pasture: the withersd band, which i Bilile
tirmaes, ns feovnin the destruction of
the muin artory, or froan paralysis of the
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chief nerve; the wounds of the man whom
the thivves left for dead on the roml w
Jericho, and whom  the good Samaritan
nurs«l, pouring ool and wine -wine Lo

elednse the wound and ol to soothe it Thaak
Chosd for whnt surgery has done for the alle
vintion aod cure of human satfering!
